NEW YORK; Jan. 3i.—For the second 
time, 11 jurors are under oath in the 
trial of Harry K. Thaw for the murder 
of Stanford White. When court was 
Called today. onely one more juror was 
neefled. Two were dismissed, two new 
ones sworn, and still the game goes on. 

David Walker and Louis Haas are the 
two jurors dismissed. No explanation 
was offered. Counsel for the people and 
‘for,the prosecution conferred shortly 
before court was called, and then Mr. 
Jerome announced that the two men 
were not acceptable, aithough they had 
taken the oatli. Justice Fitzgerald dis- 
-missed them and théy left the jury box. 

TRe two new jurymen sworn today are 
Oscar A. Pink, a grain salesman, 46 
yeafg old, and Wilbur A. Steele, a man- 
ufagturer of gas fixtures. He is © years 
old.

When 
he entered court this morning, evidently 
confident that the work of swearing the 
jurymen was about completed, he had 
nerved himself, seemingly, for the or- 
deal of listening to Jerome's opening 
Statement for the prosecution. But be- 
fore court opened Mr. Jerome, Justice 
Fitzgerald and counsel! for the defense 
held a lengthy conference, and at its 
conclusion Mr. Jerome announced that 
counsel! for both sides had agreed to ex- 
cuse from further service on the jury 
David 8. Walker and Louis Haas. No 
reason was assigned. The court excused 
the two men, who promptly complied 
by stepping out of the jury box. 

Rumors that both Mr. Walker, 
is son of John Brisben Walker, 
Mr. Haas would be excused, 
in circulation all morning. Walker and 
Haas are both unmarried. The former 
is a real estate broker, and the latter 
the New York representative of a Phil- 
adeliphia wholesale candy concern. 

A panel of 100 news talesmen appeared 
this morning, in response to the orders 
issued yesterday. The members of the 
new jury panel filled many of the seats 
in the rear of the courtroom, which 
have been vacant for several days, 
through the strict enforcement of the 
rule regulating admittance to the court- 
room.

Annie Koshowsky of 2829 Easton avenue 
against her mother-in-law, Mrs. Frances 
Koshowsky of 4215 Cleveland avenue for 
alleged alienation of the affections of 
her husband, Joseph Koshowsky. 

The wife tried to show that the moth- 
er-in-law was so displeased on account 
of her son marrying a woman older 
than he that she prevailed upon him to 
leave home. 

The plaintiff testified that her mother- 
in-law had complained on this’ score 
and Mrs. J. A. Clark testified in a de- 
position that Mrs. Frances Koshowsky 
had talked to her on the same subjeet. 
Mrs. Clark stated in her deposition 
that when she told Mrs. Frances Ko- 
showsky that Joseph had threatened 
to drown himself if he did not find 
his wife, on one of the occasions that 
they were separated, Mrs. Koshowsky 
had slapped her pocket and said she 
had enough money there to bury him 
if he drowned himself, expressing the 
idea that such a fate would be pre- 
ferable to him living with his wife. 
The mother-in-law denied when she 
took the stand that she had made any 
such statement. 

The plaintiff confessed to having 
been $1 vears of age when she mar- 
ried Koshowsky, and that he was only 
22. She also admitted that she was a 
divorced woman with two daughters 
when she married him. 

The couple were married April 26, 
1898. They separated the last time 
Feb. 8, 1905. The plaintiff testified 
that when her husband departed on 
that date he kissed her goodby and 
said he would be back, but he never 
came back. 

They had been separated twice before 
that, the plaintiff testified, but there 
was a reconciliation each time. She 
said that trouble first arose because she 
quit associating with members of his 
family. She did so, she said, because 
her mother-in-law expressed contempt 
for her husband's relatives. The plain- 
tiff said she thought it strange that only 
the one family should be good and 
looked around to see who she was 
among. The inquiry did not reassure 
her, she said, and she ceased visiting 
her husband’s' family for several 
months. 

The plaintiff testified that she had 
helped her husband build up a good 
shoe business, which was destroyed 
when they separated.

T.., Jan. 2s.—A provision 
for 2-cent passenge ‘r fares went through 
the constitutional convention in commit- 
tee of the whole oSroviding that the 
maximum fare shall-be2.cents per mile 
‘“ontil otherwise provided-by law.”’

LAW FORCES CLIMAX 





Prominent Men Represent the 
Pooled Interests of 700 Pos- 
sible Descendants. 


PRESTONBURG, 
residents of Floyd, Pike, Knott 
Letcher Counties are up in arms 
the renewed attempt of the Eastern 
kentucky Land Corporation, popularly 
known as the “Virginia Granters,’’ to 
dispossess many of them of the homes 
they have occupied for many years and 
on which they and their parents have 
paid taxes for more than 100 years. 
They are determined to protect these 
homes and farms with their lives if 
need be. They believe themselves 
rightful owners while the 
Granters’’ insist the land belong to the 
heirs of the original patentees. 

The fight is an old one. The portion 
of Kentucky in dispute was part of 
Virginia and after being surveyed be- 
tween 1787 and 1793 by Benjamin Robin- 
son, Richard Young, John Robinson, 
John ‘Weaglesworth and others, pat- 
ents were issued to them by the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia. These patenteés 
never attempted to establish possession. 
When the section was incorporated in 
Kentucky, new patents were issued to 
persons who immediately occupied the 
land and who have paid all taxes. 

The Kentucky Legislature last year 
adopted a measure drafted by the Great 
Northern Coal and Coke Co., owners of 
a vast tract of mineral lands under the 
Kentucky patents, by which the claims 
of all heirs of the Virginia patentees 
would be null after Jan. 1, 1907, unless 
they had by that time listed their land 
for taxation. 

No response to this law was expected, 
but'on the last day for filing the claims, 
representatives of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Land Corporation, asserting they 
had pooled claims of over 700 heirs 
the Virginia patentees, 
on 88,000 acres. Among the 
and backers for this corporation are 
such men as Hon. John G. Carlisle, 
Gen. Jack Hendrick, Judge James H.

VANDALIA, M1, Jan. 31.—Following a 
severe earthquake shock here at 11:% 
o'clock last night, many of the fright- 
ened residents left their homes and 
sought vacant: lots, fearing a _ repeti- 
tion of the shock.
